Council 
Suspends 
4 Permits 


City Council yesterday backed 
its Police Committee and ordered | 
operating permits for four alco- 
holic drink dispensing places sus- 
pended for 15 days over the pro- 
test of Ald. Ed A. Gilliam, Police 
Committee Chairman, who insisted 
on revocation. 

The session was the aftermath 
of a heated and at times dead- 
locked meeting of Council’s Police 
Comm ‘tee last Wednesday night. 
Gilliam and Mayor Hartsfield 
teamed up at the session to revoke 
the permits of three Mitchell Street 
operators for aNegedly selling beer 
to minors. Other members of the 
Committee insisted on lighter pen- 
alties and the 15-day suspension 
was recommended. 

Gilliam yesterday renewed his 
fight on the Council floor, but 
Council spiked the effort, refusing 
to send the proposals back to the 
Police Committee as Gilliam urged 
in a last-minute effort and finally 
passing the suspensions. 

Affected places are the L. & N. 
Soda Company, 217 Mitchell’ St., 
S. W.; the Astoria Cafe, 229 
Mitchell St., S. W., and Smith’s 
Cafe, 223 Mitchell St., Ss. W. A 
fourth place, the Sun Liquor 
Store, 425° Marietta St., also drew 
a 15-day suspension also for sell- 
ing to minors. 

Gilliam also lost a battle td 
ram through Council an ordinance 
outlawing the sale of iced alco- 
holic drinks by package stores and 
was defeated in an attempt to au- 
thorize the Police Committee to 
suspend operators’ licenses up to 
60 days for violation of ordinances 
dealing 


with sales of alcoholic 


es. 

The Police Committee had de- 
ferred action on the package store 
measure, but Gilliam brought it 
to the floor for a vote. He failed 
to get the required two-thirds ma- 
jority necessary for second read- 
ing and it goes over to the July 19 
Council session before coming up 
for fina] disposition. 

Councilman John A. White and 
others attacked the “delegation of 
authority to suspend or otherwise 
punish beverage dealers,” and 
Council sent the measure, which 
has the approval of the Police 
Committee, to the Ordinance and 
Legislation Committee. 

The rovoked permit of the Mac- 
Arthur Room, 181 Peachtree St., 
N. E., to sell wine and beer also 
was reinstated. The permit was 
revoked after operators were con- 
victed of selling to a minor. Dur- 
ing his discourse on the three 
Mitchell Street establishments, Gil- 
liam demanded the same “verdict 
on the same set of facts.” 
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REPAIR SERVICE 
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Chairman of the Georgia Chap- 
‘ter, National Foundation for In- 
fantile Paralysis, said. He added

still far from an epidemic, such 
‘as that in 1941 when 741 cases of 
polio were reported in this State. 

North Carolina has had 371 
cases of polio since Jan. 1, and 
the epidemic there is apparently 
at its worst in the central part of 
the State.

Orlando. 

Polio cases in Georgia have 
come from 19 counties, mostly 
rural areas. However, no cases 
have been reported in the Sixth 
and Tenth Congressional Districts 
in the central part of the State. 

The polio ward at Grady Hospi- 
tal now has 12 patients—a peak 
number for this year. 

Dr. Shindell said Georgia did 
not want to impose an‘ official’ 
quarantine, but added North Caro- 
‘linans were being requested to 
stay away unless their business is 
urgent.

The ADA group really wants 
Justice Douglas, but pushed Eisenhower 
somewhat cynically, being confident he 
would refuse and they could then throw 
in Justice Douglas as the only man avail- 
able. Incidentally we regret to see James 
Roosevelt promote himself so effectively 
in this issue. The ADA position and that 
of the South have no common ground. 

Georgia may present the name of Sen. 
Richard B. Russell to the caucus of Satur- 
day night in Philadelphia. We happen 
greatly to admire Sen. Russell, but we do 
not believe he will be able to win support 
outside .the South. The Constitution has 
no candidate. But, obviously the politics 
of it is that if the anti-Truman forces de- 
sire a candidate there is but one on whom 
the South and the ADA could agree. That 
is Kentucky’s Sen. Barkley. He could, if 
he would lend his name, sweep the con- 
vention. He is too loyal to give support 
to such a movement. He is the keynoter 
of the convention. But once he has made 


the keynote address we believe there 


will develop a Barkley movement. 

Let the South act positively in con- 
Vention. 

The issue will then be joined for No- 
vember. Those not bound by the conven- 
tion will be able to support the conven- 
tion result or turn to the opposition.

Although there has been persistent anti-Tru- 
man talk within the Democratic Party, no ap- 
preciable amount of sentiment has crystallized 
around any other candidate for nomination. The 
next most popular, today’s survey shows, is 
George C. Marshall, Secretary of State, but he 
polls only 12 percent of the total. 

Although Supreme Court Justice Robert O. 
Douglas has often been mentioned by the anti- 
Truman forces as a possible candidate,*only two 
percent of Democratic voters selected his name 
from the list as their choice in today’s poll. 

The vote among Democrats today as compared 
to the June 4 report follows: 


June Today 


Because Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower has per- 
sisently refused to let himself be considered a 
candidate, his name was not included in the list 
in the poll. There is an outside chance that he 
may be drafted at the convention, but political 
experts considered this only a very remote pos- 
sibility. As the Institute was the first to show 
last Winter, Gen. Eisenhower could without much 
doubt win if he chose to run. 

President Truman’s general politcial strength 
has been charted in three ways by the Institute. 
Prior to the GOP convention he was pitted 
against various possible Republican candidates. 
A second series of tests has shown the country’s 
over-all reaction to the way he is handling his 
job as President. The last report on that showed 
39 percent approving, 47 percent disapproving 
and 11 percent expressing no opinion. 

The third type of test, reported today, is his 
strength within the Democratic Party as a candi- 
date for nomination when pitted against other 
possible Democratic ‘nominees. Despite many ups 
and downs, the President has continually led in 
such tests ever since he took office. In May, 
1946, he was the choice of 61 percent for the 
Democratic nomination, with Henry A. Wallace 


the next strongest contender. That was before 
Mr. Wallace shook the dust of the Democratic 
anh from his heels and set up his own third 
arty. 


President Truman’s popularity as a nom- 
inee sank to a low point in December, 1946, 
the month after the Democratic Party lost 
control of both houses ef Congress in the 
Congressional elections. But by July of 1947 
the President had regained an overwhelming 
lead, polling 71 percent. 


The Truman percentage on the eve of this | 


year’s convention is far below the standing of 
the late Franklin D. Roosevelt on the eve of the 
1940 and 1944 nominations. In July, 1940, :an 


Institute poll among Democrats found that 92 | 
percent were in favor of Mr. Roosevelt’s nomi- | 
nation for a third term.

Where Criticism Will Help 


WASHINGTON—Gov. Thomas E; Dewey is due thanks for his frank an- 
nouncement that he will discuss—and criticize—some phases of Truman adminis- 


tration foreign policy during the coming campaign.’ 


This should dispel some of 


the mists that surround what our platform orstors glibly call “our bipartisan 


foreign policy.” 


The so-called “bipartisan” arrangement has served a wholesome 


purpose, it is true, in establishing a general course of action but, at the same time, it has given for- 
eign policy a sort ‘of sanctity, a holier-than-thou, touch-me-not, criticize-me- not quality that is not in 


keeping with the times. 

Foreign policy now so directly affects all of 
us because of our new position of leadership in 
a nervous, trigger-happy world that it ought to 
be debated fully and frankly during a campaign 
preliminary to the election of a chief executive 
and a Congress who will shape it for the next 
four years. 

Such a debate will give Republicans a chance 
to analyze and dissect some aspects of Truman 
administration policy on which Gov. Dewey 
claimed Republicans had not been consulted as 
called for by the “bipartisan” arrangement— 
Potsdam, the Greek-Turkish program, China, 
Palestine. 


At the same time it will give Democrats 
an opportunity to reveal clearly to the pub- 
lic the danger that dies ahead for a policy 
of real international co-operation unless the 
Republican Party itself can check the n 
tionalist clique in Congress, particularly in 
the House, that cut European recovery pro- 
gram appropriations and very nearly wreck- 
ed our reciprocal trade program, both so 
necessary to world recovery and peace. 


This nationalist bloc was beaten back in Con- 
gress and by the Republiean convention tempo- 
rarily, at least, but it still exists. It is well that 
the people should know about it, so they may 
vote inteliigently on Congress in the election. 
While Gov. Dewey may not say much about this 
element in his own party, his initiative in open- 
ing debate on foreign policy offers a chance for 
the Democrats to say plenty. 

Henry Wallace, who is bound by no arrange- 
ments about a “bipartisan foreign policy,” has 


spoken freely, without inhibitions, from the mov- 
ing stump he occupies as leader of a third party. 
Incidentally, he has made some rather penetrat- 
ing observations about the “bipartisan” arrange- 
ment 1n so far as it often leaves the public with- 
out the alternative supposed to be a feature of 
the two-party system. 
Republicans and Democrats, as well, equally 
frank about the differences that exist in their 
approach to foreign policy—and there are dif- 
ferences. 

Gov. Dewey wisely has exempted the United 
Nations and ERP from partisan discussion, since 
these are fundamentals upon which an over- 
whelming majority of our people agree. 

The Governor claimed credit for inventing 
the “bipartisan” approach. It is true that he 
dispatched John Foster Dulles here at the outset 
of the 1944 campaign to work out a rapproache- 
ment with then Secretary of State Cordell Hull 
of the bigger basic issues, so there might be 
unity in the midst of war. But the bipartisan 
approach, in its larger sense, was inaugurated 
some time before when President Roosevelt, at 
the suggestion of Senate Democrate leaders, es- 
tablished through Sec. Hull a liaison with 
Senate Republican leaders, notably Sen. Vanden- 
berg, of Michigan, to secure acceptance of an 
international co-operation program, including UN. 

While Gov. Dewey is due credit for the rap- 
prochement at that time with the Roosevelt ad- 
ministration, later in the campaign he broke 
away, initially in his intemperate speech at Okla- 
homa City. 

It is fortunate this time that he has frankly 
announced his intentions in advance so there. will 
be an understanding on all sides.

What Is the U. §. To Do About Tito? 


WASHINGTON—The great break between Marshal Tito’s Yugoslavia and the Soviet Union rather | 
brusquely poses a question for the American policymakers. 


What do weido about it? Breaking 


the Kremlin's grip on its Eastern European empire has long been a major aim of American’ policy. 
And here is the first break, two years at least before any was expected. No advance plans have been 
made for dealing with the situation, and it is a hard situation to deal with. Marshal Tito is now 
independent. But he is still undeniably the dictator of a revolutionary police state with strong mili- 


tarist tendencies. 
There have already been a couple of straws 
to show which way the wind may blow. Very 


recently, just before the crisis came into the 


open, one of Tito’s chief lieutenants, Ales Bebler, 
approached a member of the British Parliament, 
F. E. Noel-Baker, who is also the son of a Brit- 
ish Cabinet member. Bebler said frankly that 
he wished to discuss the possibility of economic 
aid from the West for Yugoslavia. . 


The second incident concerned the $50,- 
000,000 of Yugoslav gold impounded in the 
United States. For many months, the dis- 
pute over this sum had gone on acrimoni- 
ously. The Yugoslavs had demanded the en- 
tire sum, except a paltry $6,000,000 which 
they were willing to pay for American prop- 
erty seized in Yugoslavia. The minimum fig- 
ure our Government had been willing to 
consider wa‘; $17,000,000. Then, two weeks 
ago, out of the blue, the Yugoslavs suddenly 
offered about $20,000,000. 


As one looks back, this was evidently one of 
Tito’s preparations for what was. about to occur. 
A deal was immediately made on the basis of 
$20,000,000 of the gold for the American investors 


and $30,000,000 for Tito. And now the American 
officials concerned are visibly pleased to be able 
to announce the agreement (made on their side 
with no clear foresight of the future) at a time 
when it appears a gesture of encouragement to 
Yugoslav independence. 

These two incidents suggest what was one of 
the sharpest causes of Tito’s row with the Krem- 
lin. This was the failure of the Kremlin to pro- 
vide Yugoslavia with urgently needed economic 
support. Yugoslavia is militarized well beyond 
its strength. The Yugoslav economy is desperate- 
ly in need of raw materials and machinery— 
especially the latter. For economic reasons alone, 
Tito cannot simply float indefinitely in a kind 
of limbo, neither Western nor Soviet. The truth 
is that he cannot permanently maintain his in- 
dependence of Moscow, because he cannot do 
without economic aid and political support for- 
ever, unless he gets some help from the West. 


| 
, 


That puts the problem in the end up to us in 
the United States. 

The problem is hideously complex. On the 
one hand, there are the facts that Yugoslavia rep- 
resents 36 divisions, an invaluable strategic posi- 
tion and an almost irreparable break in the iron 
facade of Soviet imperialism. On the other hand, 
there are the facts of the character of Tito’s re- 
gime, his long and loudly proclaimed hostility to 
the United States and his recent reassertion of 
faith in Communist principles. 

The solution that it currently most favored 
is intended to avoid the bad alternatives both of 
an ungraceful scramble to aid Tito and a hos- 
tility which would in the end force Tito to bow 
his head to the Kremlin. The first step is likely 
to be a carefully planned diplomatic conversation 
on a fairly low level, probably neither in Wash- 
ington nor Belgrade, and perhaps conducted 
through a French or British intermediary. 


The man charged with telling our side 
of the story will remark that the Western 
nations, and especially the United States, are 
too wise to bear grudges for all the hard 
things Tito has said, although our attitude 
toward militarized police states has under- 
gone no change. But he will point out that 
relations with Yugoslavia are capable of be- 
ing bettered, because Yugoslavia has ceased 
to be a tool of Soviet imperialism. He will 
say that since Yugoslavia is now independ- 
ent, the way is open for talks intended to 
remove differences and to reach mutually 
profitable understandings. The conversion 
of Tito to what the Kremlin calls ‘‘Western 
bourgeois democracy” can hardly be expect- 
ed to result from such a conversation. But 
one can expect that he will be helped to 
maintain his independence of the Kremlin, 
and that he will accept such help. 


It must be added that the Yugoslav crisis 
will probably precipitate the adoption of a sen- 
sible if somewhat cynical principle of foreign 
relations. This is the principle that the internal 
affairs of other nations, however unpleasing to 
us, are after all their own business. What really 
matters to us_is their external relations—whether, 
in a werd, they are with us or against us.

Being a dietitian, I’m convinc- 
ed that nutrition is a very im- 
portant factor’ in keeping young 
bodies. The body is a machine 
and requires food, not only for 
fuel but for repair material. It 
stands to reason that sufficient 
materials to take care of wear 
and tear will keep the body in 
better running order. 

The protective foods furnish 
the essential minerals, vitamins 
and protein. In terms of food, 
that includes milk and cheese, 
fruits and vegetables, lean meat, 
fish or fowl, eggs and whole 
grains. Our chief dietary defi- 
ciencies are apt to be calcium, 
iron and protein. Our excesses 
are apt to be sugar, starch and 
fat. So the keeping-young foods 
are milk .and cheese, whole 
grains, green leafy vegetables, 
and lean meat. To furnish the 
essentials without too many cal- 
ories, rich desserts must be lim- 
ited, fats must be curtailed and 
hot breads and such must be 
restricted. 

To keep from getting stiff as 
we get along calls for exercise 
of the joints. Figure out the 
full range of motion of each 
joint, and put the joints through 
their paces daily—bend the 
knees, circle arms at shoulders, 
swing legs easily from hip joints, 
move wrists, elbows and ankles, 
and cir¢le at the waist to keep 
limber. It’s easy exercise. 

And if we're going ‘to live 
anywhere near a hundred, we’d 
better look to our postures! A 
bent back and round shoulders 
are so characteristic of age, we 
accept them as inevitable. They 
are only the result of slumped 
posture. Posture need not grow 
old—even at 100.

It has now been proven wom- 
en are just as responsible as 
men in the job of telling stock- 
holders what is being done with 
their money—communicating to 
capital the encouragement to 
keep on investing and to cred- 
itors the willingness to extend 
credit — providing management 
with necessary information to 
carry on work of its various de- 
partments—and helping with re- 
ports which all businesses must 
now make to government. 


The need for accounting in 
modern business has become ur- 
gent and expanding. And now 
that prejudice against women 
has been broken down, the pro- 
fession offers one of the most 
lucrative careers open to young 
girls today. , 


Let Miss Ethleen Lasseter, 
Trust Auditor for the First Na- 
tional Bank and a pioneer for 
women in the accounting field 
in Atlanta, tell you how to pre- 
pare vourself for this interest- 
ing work: 


Personal qualifications pre- 
requisite to success are, first 
and foremost, integrity and high 
moral character, without which 
you could not hope for public 
confidence. You also must have 
initiative and perseverance, a 
pleasing- personality, tact in 
dealing with others, self-confi- 
dence, willingness to accept re- 
sponsibility, and the ability to 
express and present facts. 


Preparation for a career in 
either of the two phases of ac- 
counting — public 
who offer their services to the 
public on a fee basis, and pri- 
vate accounting, where one is in 
the continuous employ of one 
firm or corporation — is the 
same. 


A position in either field 
would embrace a variety of 
work such as auditing, account- 
ing, statistical reports, cost ac- 
counting and systems and tax 
work.

The basic requirement for 
success in both fields is a broad, 
liberal education.

Experience on the staff of a 
public accounting firm for a 
specified number of years (usu- 
ally two or three) will be re- 
quired by most States before 
you will be allowed to stand 
your examination and win your 
certificate as a certified public 
accountant. 


It’s an interesting, lucrative 
career, whether you elect to 
continue with a private firm or 
eventually get out on your own 
as a certified public accountant. 
Some of the highest paid wom- 
en in the country are in this 
profession, and not a few femi- 
nine business executives rose to 
their present positions through 
the accountancy department. 
Miss Ruth Leach, Vice Presi- 
dent of International Business 
Machine Corporation, proved 
her ability in this way.
